TRIM, CONTINUES

Island air warden, and jg 0 vin 
H arry de Spre tter. 52, accused of 
conspiring to^tmismit military 
information to Germany, was re- 
sumed at 10 A. M, today in Brook- 
lyn Federal Court. 

Yesterday John G. Willis, an 
FBI agent, testified that Leh- 


mitz admitted to him in a conver- 
sation on June 30 that he had 
been active as a spy since March,; 
1941, when he returned from Ger-! 
many, where he was schooled in 
the making and use of invisible 
ink. Lehmitz admitted, Mr. Willis 


slid* that his passage home! 
had been paid and that he had 
received $ 1,200 in cash before re- 
turning. He also admitted, ac- 
cording to Mr. Willi^, that he later 
received about $1,470 under the 
guise ok royalties on a German 
button patent. Mr. Willis testified 
that Lehmitz had told him of 
sending information abroad on 
the movement of troops. 

Lehmitz said he sent the infor- 
mation to protect two brothers 
and three sisters living in Ger- 
many, but was so affected by 
seeing his neighbors 1 sons going 
to war that he ceased his spy ac- 
tivities some time ago, Mr. Willis 
said.
